ASYLUM FOR LIFE 


Commission Unanimously Finds 
Man Who Shot Roosevelt 
Is Unbalanced. 


UNABLE TO PLAN DEFENSE 


— , 

in Address to Examiners Prisoner 
Said He Expected to Die 
in His Attack. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. -22.—The 
commission of alienists investigating as 
to the mental condition of John Schrank, 
who shot Col, Roosevelt, today reported 

unanimously that he is insane. 


The court is expected to commit 
Schrank to an asylum, where he will 
gpend the remainder of his life. © 

The conclusions reached by the com- 
mission are as follows: | 


“1. John Schrank is suffering from ty 


®ane delusion, grandiose in character 
and of a systematized variety. 

“2. In our opinion he is insane at the

Ing between his delusions and the act 
with which he stands charged, we are 
of the opinion he is unable to confer in- 
telligentiy with counsel on the conduct 
of his defense.

Litigation against the 
Thompson Trust Co., growing out of the 
Tennessee Central deal, he said, has 
been pending in the Circuit Court since 
June, 1906, but neither President Ed- 
wards of the Bank of Commerce nor 
trw Pierce-Van Blarcom interests at- 
tempted to bring the case to trial. 

The note for $200,000 was executed 
by J. C. Van Blarcom, former presi- 
dent of the bank, in 1905.

She Demands $5000 From For- 
mer Employers of Man Who 
Was Scalded. 


THEY PAID HIM $1500 


This Settlement Does Not Affect 
Woman’s Claim, Judge 
Muench Decides. 


Although John Hensler accepted $1500 
from the Polar Wave Ice & Fuel Co, 
for the injuries which he suffered by a 
fall into a wat of boiling water, his 
wife still has a right to sue the com- 
pany for the loss of his society and a:- 
tention.

Nov, 28, ie she said, Hensler, work- 
ing in the Polar Wave ice factory at 
Beaumont street and Lawton avenue, 
fell through an unsound floor into a 
vat of boiling water, and was scalded 
to the tie 4 The nerves and muscles 
of the scalded part of his body. were 
deadened, and he was unable to leave 
his bed for six months. After that, he 
was able to hobble around the house, 
and recently he has taken employment 
at the Eagle Iron Co. plant, 3665 Market 
street, but can only do odd jobé there, 
the wife says. He is 45 years old. 

“Before this accident,” said the wife, 
“John was a jolly, active man, fond of 
social enjoyments. He used to take me 
out frequently to shows, parties and the 
meetings of his turnverein, at lowa ave- 
nue and Arsenal street.

He had been earning $18.8 a 
week and has lost nearly two years’ 
wages, and now he can earn only $10 
a week.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The first classes 
of the reserves of six Austro-Hun- 
garian army corps have been called 
to the colors, according to a news 
agency despatch from Vienna. Three 
ef these army corps are stationed in 
the north ang three in the southeast 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire. 


By Associated Press. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 22.—The re- 
jection of Turkey of the conditions of- 
fered for an armistice between the op- 
posing armies has been communicated 
to the Bulgarian Government. Immed- 
itely after this action, heavy cannonad- 
ing, coming from the Tchatalja lines, 
was heard in the city and it was as- 
sured that Nazim Pasha, the Turkish 
commander, had obeyed orders and re- 
newed hostilities against the Bulgars. 

The battle raged all day along the 
entire line of fortifications at Tchatalja, 
efter the Bulgarians renewed their ef- 
forts to break through the Turkish lines. 
So far have been prevented from doing 
so by the fire of the Turkish warships 
And it is. believed the Ottomans will 
be able to protect their strongholds 
‘around the capital for a long time. 

One of the causes for the rejection of 
the terms of the armistice was the opin- 
jon held in official circles in Constanti- 
nople that the conditions proposed by the 
allies deprived the Turks of the pos- 
sibility of resuming hostilities, in the 
event of the plenipotentiaries failing to 
settle terms. This, from the Turkish 
point of view, ,meant no armistice at 
all. 

Such condition, it is held here, are 

only made when it is a question of the 
preliminaries of peace, and by accepting 
such terms as those presented by the 
allies, Turkey would be binding herself, 
hand and foot. 
‘It is further insisted that Turkey has 
not sunk to that degree of impotency 
which would compel here to accept such 
conditions. 

The terms stipulated by. the Balkan 
states provided for the surrender: of 
Adrianople with its garrison, for the 
evacuation of the Tchatalja Imes in 
front of Constantinople and for the sur- 
render of Sceutari, Durazzo and Dibra. 
No mention is made of Constantinople 
or the Dardanelles. 

The Turkish cruiser Hamidieh arrived 
here this morning in tow. The war- 
ship was down by the stern where she 
aparently had been struck by a Loupene 
She was at once docked. 


Bulgars Expected to Modify eho 
Made on Turks. 


_ SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 22.—The indi- 
cations today are that Bulgaria will 
adopt a conciliatory attitude and will 
modify the conditions originally offered 
to the Turkish Government. 

A special meeting of the Bulgarian 
Cabinet was held today to consider the 
rejection by Turkey of the terms of the 
proposed armistice. At the time of its 
‘conclusion doubt was expressed that the 
resumption of hostilities would be imme- 
diate, : 


TURKS’ DEFI NOT 
A BAR TO PEACE 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—"‘Come and take 
them,"’ the defiant reply of ithe Turks 
to the demand made by the Allied Bal- 
kan nationg for the evacuation of the 
line of fortifications at Tchatalja, tn 
front o onstantinople, is not believed 
in diplomatic circles necessarily to mean 
the end of the negotiations for an armis- 
tice even though fighting has been re- 
sumed.

HEAVY CANNON FIRE 
HEARD IN CAPITAL 


Intimation From Sofia That 
Allies May Modify Armis- 
tice Terms, Gives Renewed 

Hope That Peace Yet May 
Come. 





LONDON, Nov, 22.—The first classes 
of the reserves of six Austro-Hun- 
garian army corps have been called 
to the colors, according to a news 
agency despatch from Vienna. Three 
ef these“tirmy corps are stationed in 
the north ang three in the southeast 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire. 


By Associated Press. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 22.—The re- 


jection of Turkey of the conditions of- 
fered for an armistice between the op- 
posing armies has been communicated 
to the Bulgarian Government. Immed- 
itely after this action, heavy cannonad- 
ing, coming from the Tchatalja lines, 
was heard in the city and it was as- 
sured that Nazim Pasha, the Turkish 
commander, had obeyed orders and re- 
newed hostilities against the Bulgars. 

The battle raged all day along the 
entire line of fortifications at Tchatalja, 
efter the Bulgarians renewed their ef- 
forts to break through the Turkish lines. 
So far have been prevented from doing 
so by the fire of the Turkish warships 
And it is. believed the Ottomans will 
be able to protect their strongholds 
‘around the capital for a long time. 

One of the causes for the rejection of 
the terms of the armistice was the opin- 
ion held in official circles in Constanti- 
nople that the conditions proposed by the 
allies deprived the Turks of the pos- 
eibility of resuming hostilities, in the 
event of the plenipotentiaries failing to 
settle terms. This, from the Turkish 
point of view, ,meant no armistice at 
all. 

Such condition, it is held here, are 
only made when it is a question of the 
preliminaries of peace, and by accepting 
such terms as those presented by the 
allies, Turkey would be binding herself, 
hand and foot. 

It is further insisted that Turkey has 
not sunk to that degree of impotency 
which would compel here to accept such 
conditions. 

The terms stipulated by. the Balkan 
states provided for the surrender of 
Adrianople with its garrison, for the 
evacuation of the Tchatalja Imes in 
front of Constantinople and for the sur- 
render of Scutari, Durazzo and Dibra. 
No mention is made of Constantinople 
or the Dardanelles. 

The Turkish cruiser Hamidieh arrived 
here this morning in tow. The war- 
ship was down by the stern where she 
aparently had been struck by a souprers 
She was at once docked. 


Bulgars Expected to amie om Centalaes 
Made on Turks 


_ SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 22.—'The indi- 
cations today are that Bulgaria will 
adopt a conciliatory attitude and will 
modify the conditions originally offered 
to the Turkish Government. 

A special meeting of the Bulgarian 
Cabinet was held today to consider the 
rejection by Turkey of the terms of the 
proposed armistice. At the time of its 
fconclusion doubt was expressed that the 
resumption of hostilities would be imme- 
diate. 


TURKS’ DEFI NOT 
A BAR TO PEACE 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—"‘Come and take 
them,” the defiant reply of the Turks 
to the demand made by the hilied Bal- 
kan nationg for the evacuation of the 
line of fortifications at Tchatalja, in 
front of Constantinople, is not believed 
in diplomatic circles necessarily to mean 
the end of the negotiations for an armis- 
tice even though fighting has. been re- 
sumed, 

From Sofia comes word today that the 
victorious invaders are likely to modify 
their conditions. The European Powers 
at the same time are exerting them- 
séilves to induce the nations in the Bal- 
kan league to bring their terms more 
into line with the facts of the situation 
and to arrange a treaty which will give 
them all they have conquered, but will 
leave out that which has not been Cone 
quered. 

Comparea with its earlier disastrous 
experiences, the Turkish army evident- 
ly now considers itself in a favorable 
position. Military experts here see. in 
the temporary failure of the Bulgarian 
rush into Constantinople, signs of a re- 
action among the invaders after their 
sustained efforts of the last month. 

In view of the fact that the Ottoman 
capital, even if captured, must ultimate- 
ly be evacuated in accordance with the 
decree of the great powers, it appears

GET WATER Al 
LESS THAN GOST 


Loss City Sustains Is Paid by the 
Army of Small Consumers, 
Wall Says. 





CITY DEPARTMENTS WASTE 





Commissioner Says Equitable 
Rate Would Mean Sweep- 
ing Reduction. 





Three public service corporations and 
two brewerles are the five largest water 
users in St. Louls and pay much less 
for their water than it costs the city 
to pump it, under the present “inequi- 
table and absurd” water rates, accord- 
ing to Water Commissioner Wall. These 
consumers are, in the order they stand 
on the list, the United Railways, An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Co., Terminal 
Railway Association, W. J. Lemp Brew- 
ing Co., and the Laclede Gas Light Co. 

The loss from supplying water to these 
lurge users at the cheap manufacturers’ 
rate must be paid by the small con- 
sumer, Wall declares. Manufacturers 
in the city pay less for the water used 
than it costs the city to supply it. 
Wall estimates that the Water Depart- 
ment has been operated at a loss of 
$1,022,000 in the last eight years. 

Wall declares that if the manufactur- 


ers’ rate were adjusted and all custom- |. 


ers placed on an even basis on a 
“square deal’’ arrangement there could 
be a sweeping reduction in the present 
rates, ° 

Two other enterprises which receive 
absurd rates, Wall says, are the public 
schools and Jefferson Barracks. The 
schools are supplied with water at less 
than one-third of what it costs the 
city to supply it. Jefferson Barracks, 
a Government property, fs supplied with 
water at a charge less than cost, ac- 
cording to Wall. 


One-Third of Water Pumped Given to 
City. 


One-third of the water pumped at the 
waterworks is supplied free for city 
purposes, including fire protection. At 
least 25 per cent of the water supplied 
free is wantonly and carelessly wasted, 
Wall states in his recent special report 
to Mayor Kreismann. 

The interest paid to the city from 
banks in whieh the waterworks surplus 
fund of $1,245,000 is deposited is not 
credited to the Water Department, Wal! 
complains. This amounts to about $30,- 
(0 a year. The interest on the unex- 
rended balance in the Water Depart- 
ment funds, approximating $1,400,000, 
is not turned over to the Water Depart- 
ment, but is placed In the general city 
fund. The annual interest on this 
@mount would be about $33,000. The in- 
terest the department is entitled to 
from these deposits, in the last eight 


years, amounts to about $500,000, Wall 


asserts. 


Goes to General City Funds. 
Comptroller Taussig told a Post- 
patch reporter Friday that the Water 
Department Is entitled to the interest 
earned on its funds, but by the present 
method of bookkeeping it goes to the 
general city fumds. Wall’s answer to 
that statement was: ‘“‘Change the sys- 
tem of bookkeeping.”’ 


A rate of 10 cents a 1000 gallons 
could be made to all consumers 
throughout St. Louis {f the manufac- 
turers, schools, and Jefferson Bar- 
racks be required to pay on an equit- 
able basis and all water users placed 
in the same class, according to Wall. 

The present rates paid by the smal! 
consumer range from 12 cents to 
cents a thousand gallons, Wall stated. 
The rates to manufacturers is 8 cents a 
thousand gallons. Jefferson Barracks 
pays 7% cents a thousand gallons. The 
schools are supplied at a rate of 3 1-3 
cents a thousand gallons. It costs 9.72 
cents a thousand gallons to pump the 
water through the mains at present, 
This price absorbs the loss from water 
furnished free to the city. ‘ 

A rate of 8 cents a thousand gallons 
could be made to everybody, Wall says, 
if all consumers paid on the same basis, 
ar. the plan be adopted to build all ex- 
tensions by a bond issue instead’ of 
charging them as an “expense”’ against 
the revenue, as at present. About $4,000,- 
000 has been expended in extensions in 
the last eight years. This has been 
paid for out of the current revenue from 
water rates. 

Four Cents Tax on Barrel of Beer. 

“At one of the large brewerles che 
total water Heense paid annually 
amounts to a tax of 4 cents on each 
barrel of beer containing 31 gallons and 
sold at $8," Wall stated. “The water 
license for automobile manufacturers 
averages 63 cents for each automobile 
made and sold for $2500. It costs the 
shoe manufacturers iess than one-fif< 
of a cent for Water on each pair of 
shoes made. 

“This shows what an inconsiderable 
fraction the cost of water is of tne 
value of manufactured articles. Tho 
public service corporations also are bene- 
fitted by the cheap water furnished 
them below cost. They do not generally 
supply their products to the citizens at 
less than cost price. Therefore It would 
be fair for them to ‘pay-as-they- 
enter.’ ’’ 

The question of readjusting rgtes is 
just now proving a perplexing problem 
to city officials. City Counselor Walthe, 
is preparing an ordinance for the new 
rates, but Wall and Claude B. Burton, 
Assessor of Rates are unable to agree 
as to the proper new rates. Wall urges 
the installation of meters. ‘Burton *e- 
icommended Thursday that the rates re- 
main as they are and that $240,000 an- 
nually be returned to water consumers 
by a discount of 10 per cent on all bills 
paid promptly.

The verdict has just been announced 
in New York by the judges, Edward J.

Earle selected, from all fie manu- 
scripts submitted, the 100 poems which 
he wished to include in the volume. 
From these, he and his associate judges 
chose as the best, Johns’ verses, ‘“‘Sec- 
ond Avenue,” which were published .a 
the Forum. 

The first prize in the competition was 
3500, the second and third prizes $259 
each. The competition was limited to 
poems hitherto unpublished and those 
published in magazines since Jan. |, 
+912. 

As a contributor to the St.. Louis Mir- 
ror, Orrick Johns attracted wide atten- 


jtion by both his prose and his poetry. 


He has lived in New York for several 
months, and his winning poem is on a 
New York theme.

The profits that the institution can 
make depend entirely on the utilization 
of the instaliments as they are turned 
‘in. We manage generally to turn each 
loan over three times. 

Exchange of Certificate. 

“When a person makes a loan from 
us, we have him maké a note in our 
favor and isfue to him what we call a 
B certificate. This B certificate rep- 
resents the amount of the loan, the same 
as a certificate of deposit represents the 
specific amount of money deposited in 
a bank. At the outset he turns the B 
certificate over to us as collateral for 
his loan. 

“When the loan is paid the B certi- 
ficate is the borrower's without other 
obligation to us. He is entitled to turn 
this B certificate in for a C certificate. 
He makes the same payments and goes 
through the same procedure to get the 
C certificate that he did to get the B 
Certificate. At the end of 50 weeks he 
is in possession of a C certificate draw- 
ing interest at the rate of 6 per cent. 
He is an investor now to the same ex- 
tent that he previously was a borrower.” 

“Well,” asked Festus Wade, presi- 
dent of the Mercantile Trust Co., “if 
you can pay 6 per cent interest, why 
would not a saver withdraw his ac- 
count from a savings bank and in- 
vest it with you?”
